HOW HE EFFECTED HIS ESCAPE FROM 


PORTLAND JAIL. 


he Only Prisoner Who Ever Men- 
aced to Get Oat ot the Great Eikv- 
ll*h Prl»on Tells How Be Accom- 
plished the Difficult Feat. 
William Bartlett, a well known Eng- 
sh burglar, Is the only man who ever 
ffected his escape from Portland prls- 
n, at escape which Is the original of 
liat described In Hawley Smart's 
ovel, "Broken Bounds." Bartlett told 
ho story of his escape to a reporter as 
ollows: 
"The correct details of my escape 
a\o never been told," lie said. "I'll 
ell yon what actually happened. In 
808 I received a sentence of ten years' 
>eual servitude. Prom Pentonvllle I 


as taken to Portland. It was awful. 
made up my mind to escape—a feat 
ever before accomplished. One day I 


managed to pick up a small piece of 


oop Iron That seemed like a godsend. 
Ivery time I had the chance I took 
mt Iron hooping with me, and worked 
ike a nigger to make It Into a saw. I 
Id It In fear and trembling, for the 
lightest sound would have betrayed 
me 
A stroke of luck awaited me. I 


ound a convict who had got a little bit 
f a file. He had no ambition and sold 
lie file was no good to him. I gave 
ilm my dinner for it, and with the file 
was able to complete the saw. Then 
managed, by working stealthily ev- 
ry oenlng after I had been locked up 
or the night, to saw through the wood 
.coring of my cell. Every night I had 
0 replace the boards, so that the ward- 
rs should not see what I had done. 
Then an awful disappointment awalt- 
d me. The space beneath my cell was 
Inoil with sheet iron; but, nothing 
•auntcd, I eventually got through that. 
?hen I got Into an alrshaft, and after 
hree months' hard work saw my way 
"lear to liberty. 


"At last the opportunity came. It 


was a dark night, and all was still. 
WUh my sheets I had made a rope, 
xnd, as luck would have it, I had pick- 
id up a piece of wood, called a 'dog,' 
with Iron hooks at each i nd I put my 
tool underneath the quilt, to look as 
much like my body as possible in case 
ho warders should look IL, and then 
went down the passage it had taken 
me three mouths' hard labor to make. 
After lifting an iron grating I found 
myself in the open air and managed to 
brow the hooks on my linen ladder 
over a wall.' By this means I got on to 
ho roof of the officers' quarters. There 
•vraa no one about, and the only sound 


'. could hear was that made by my 
beating heart. From the roof I had to 
ump on to the boundary wall, about 
10 01 12 feet distant. I dare say It was 


bold leap, but you don't stick at 


:tlfles when you arc escaping from 
POL Hand. I made the leap and was 
successful in reaching the boundary 
wall. Then I got to the ground by 
means of my linen ladder. 


Unfortunately the hooks were so se- 


cure that I had to leave the ladder 
where It was, and if it had not been 
for that I might have been In London 
In three or four days. As it was, I had 
an awful experience While making a 
desperate tHg at the ladder I heard 
footsteps approaching, and I rushed 
into the gniden of the grove public 
house 
I tinned round and saw a 


guard looking at the ladder. A few 
minutes afterward shots were flred, 
aud a bell ivas rung 
My escape had 


been disco\eied Guards were running 
by iu all directions, but, unpercelved, 
1 got thiough the window of the Ro- 
man Catholic chapel and concealed my- 
self beneath the communion table, 
which proved to be something very 
much like a bos 
I could hear the 


sound of hurrying footsteps all night, 
bub no one came Into the chapel until 
the next inoining, when service was 
held thetc.

fortunately all.went well. But I got 
very hungry. So at the end of about 
83 hours I stole out and broke Into the 
Clifton hotel. I there found some bread 
and meat, cheese and tobacco. What 
was of more consequence, I was able 
to steal a hat and some clotLea. 'With 
the clothing and the food-the sweetest 
food I ever tasted—I returned to my 
hiding place In the chapel. Opt of a 
black coat I made a pair of trousers, 
and put on another of the. stolen coats, 
which happened to be made of velvet. 
The toot I divided Into six portions, 
and for six days I was concealed be- 
neath that communion 'table. There 
were frequent services, and, what was 
still worse, the priest used to come 
In at night for private devotions. 


"At la** I had more than enough of

with the f-ject of obtaining some mon- 
ey. I could find none, however. There 
was some silver plate, Uttttnat was of 
no use to me. I obtained a white stole, 
however, and with that made some- 
thing resembling a shirt. Feeling now 
fairly confident as to my appearance, 
I walked down the road and saw a 
milkman, who I afterward found gave 
Information about me. At a little place 
19 miles from Portland I concealed my- 
self In a field. Two men came in 
blackberrying, and I had to get out 
They asked me where I was going. I 
sold to Blandford. 


They volunteered to show me the 


way, but We had not gone very far 
before we met two police Inspectors. 
They asked me to go Into a public 
house and give an account of myself. 
They were particularly anxious to 
know If I had a mark on my rlgbt arm 
Seeing the game waa almost up, I tried 
to dash through the public house, but 
It was no good, and I was collared. I 
was afterward 
sentenced to eight 


years' penal servitude for the burglary 
at the Clifton hotel." —London Tele- 
graph.

Ic was not when the article was 


written the intention to outline a plan 
for labor. The article in the 2'iain- 
wn's Journal was uo doubt addretsed 
particularly to organised lauor w.th 
which the JOURNAL has no connection. 
Whatever has been said has been gen- 
eral in its application, and anything 
that may appear in the future in this 
paper »ill be of a general nature, as we 
are not ia a position to give rules or 
make suggestions to organized labor, 
but there is not only a right, but a 
duty imposed upon us to discuss gen- 
eral questions effecting labor, and we 
will continue in the future to exercise 
therigbt aud comply wito tbe duty 
there u given us to discuss from our 
position tbe most interesting and far 
reaching question there is before tbe 
world. We bave said interesting and 
far reaching question and when we 
bave BO eaid the language gives to oar 
mind a very limited idea of tbe magni- 
tude of the labor question.

DID A WRECK OCCUR 


YESTERDAY MORNING? 


IB There was, the Railroad Men 


Didn't Hear About 


It. 


As usual the local employes of the 


Central Pacific declined to '(Ire any 
deflnate information concerning the 
trouble down the line yesterday morn- 
ing. 


We publish the following two ac- 


counts of the accident or incident, 
whichever it may have been, and the 
reading public may take their choice. 


From Railroad men.—"Number 5 


left a couple of cars behind, that was 
all." 


Other stories.—"The westbound local 


passenger struck a broken rail near 
the 
Logamarsino 
ranch at Vista, 


twelve miles east of Reno yesterday 
morning. 
Three cars, two of which 


were Pullmans, rolled down the em- 
bankment, bruising many of the pas- 
sengers and badly injuring a colorod 
porter. 


"Tbe wreck was due entirely to 


Uncle Collis' mistaken ideas of econ- 
omy, as the track was allowed to get 
inlo bad shape, ties being broken in 
the center from failing to ballast oat- 
side the rail, fishplates fastened by two 
bolts, spikes drawn out of the rotting 
sleepers a%d uo elevation on carves suf- 
ficient to reduce pressure on outside 
rail by rapidly moving trains. 


"The train did not come to a stop 


until the track was torn up for several 
hundred yards. It required six hoars 
to clear away the wreck." 


The JOURNAL is inclined to believe 


that the latter account, while perhaps' 
overdrawn a trifle, ia more nearly 
correct than what was extracted from 
the servants of the road.
